NORTHCLIFFE’S WAR TALK. 


Lord Northcliffe, the great English 
publisher, has 
been 
talking 
to the 
Australians in a way to interest not 
only them but also the Japanese. 
The 
latter, indeed, might be inclined, one 
would think, 
to 
make 
known in a 
somewhat forcible way their interest 
in Northcliffe’s remarks. He has told 
the Australians, 
almost 
in so many 
words, that if they do not have a care 
Japan is going to come and take their 
-country. 
Of course, he speaks with 
no official authority and of course he 
has a right to speak his mind about 
these matters as frankly as he chooses. 
But Northcliffe is a man of consider­ 
able importance in the world, a man 
whose words carry far, and this kind 
of talk from him about Japan will cer­ 
tainly not pass unnoticed there. It will 
hardly be made the subject of official 
comment or protest, but the Japanese 
will take account of it as a rather un­ 
conventional manifestation of the con­ 
fidence and affection with which al­ 
lies are supposed to regard each oth­ 
er. 
If the Australians need waking up 
in regard to the possibility of a con­ 
quest of Australia by Japan, it might 
be Northcliffe’s duty to speak as he 
did. 
But it is doubtful whether they 
do need waking up. 
They have had 
their eye on Japan for a long time and 
probably know more about the reali­ 
ties of the Japanese 
situation 
than 
Northcliffe does. 
On the whole, it 
seems a pity to 
be stirring distrust 
and enmity 
anywhere 
in the world 
just at this time. 
The way to avoid 
the perils which seem to loom so lar­ 
gely in Northcliffe’s mind is hardly 
the way that he chooses but rather the 
way of accommodation 
and arrange­ 
ment. 
There has to be accommoda­ 
tion and arrangement on a grand scale 
if a great struggle of the nations two 
or three decades 
from 
now is to be 
averted, and an effort is shortly to be 
made to bring about such an accom­ 
modation. 
The success of that effort 
is partly dependent upon Japan’s atti­ 
tude; and it does not seem a very wise 
thing to wave 
red 
rags 
in front of 
Japan’s face upon the very eve of that 
effort. 
Lord Northcliffe, some people will 
think, should try to curb his restless 
tongue for the present as he travels 
around over the British Empire, espe­ 
cially those parts of it lying in the Far 
East. 
Later on it may be permissible 
for him to let his tongue loose and go 
as far as he likes on the Yellow Peril, 
but not until 
the International Con­ 
ference at Washington has been given 
a chance. 
If that 
conference 
fails, 
then in truth the time will have come 
for preparedness upon a colossal scale 
in Australia— and not only in Australia 
but in many other lands. 
But mean­ 
while men in high places, conscious of 
their responsibilities, should avoid in­ 
flammatory, suspicion-breeding utter­ 
ances likely to make the conference a 
failure or at least render its success 
more difficult. For in accommodation 
lies the only real hope. 
Another era 
of completive 
preparation 
for war 
can only be the prelude to the end of 
things.

There is good reason to believe that 
this flock of stars is moving toward 
us. It is hardly necessary to say, that 
It will take a long time coming. 


An Elastic 
Metal. 
The most remarkable thing about 
vanadium steels is their almost mirac­ 
ulous elasticity. 
Today the metal va­ 
nadium is .comparatively cheap. 
Vet 
only .‘kl years ago it sold at $450 a 
pound, and was hardly more than a 
curiosity of the chenfieal laboratory. 
When a uh* is found for a rare 
metal, sources from which It may he 
obtained in quantity are sure to he 
discovered. 
Thus, when the value of 
vanadium for steel alloys was ascer­ 
tained, the fact was soon disclosed 
that vast orc beds containing it ex­ 
isted in Colorado. 
It is from these j 
beds that the demand is now supplied, i 
The ores are sandstone, impregnated | 
with vanadium, and are dug out In 
enormous quantities. 
A by-product of 
vanadium mining is uranium, 
which radium Is obtained.

Explosions of powder or other simi­ 
lar materials often are very destruc­ 
tive to windows, even lf they are at a 
great distance from the point of ex­ 
plosion. When an explosion occurs air 
waves are thrown off with great vio­ 
lence. Sometimes these uir waves are 
thrown back with such violence that 
buildings in the immediate vicinity of 
the explosion are destroyed. 
The force r»f the air waves acts In 
all directions at the same time and 
with equal force. Very often these air 
waves are thrown for great distances 
and, while the houses in Its path are 
strong enough to resist their violence, 
the windows are shattered because 
they cannot withstand the high pres­ 
sure of air.—Milwaukee Sentinel.
